peftowed, by others before him, upon another order of 
Plants: and he has transferred the name of Erycimum 
toanew Genus. He has given the name of Coty/edon 
to the Saxifraga alba Offic. which was of old facred to 
the Umbilicus Veneris Offic. and he has transferred the 
name of Saxifraga to the S¢fel/i pratenfe, an Umbellife- 
vous Plant; whil the greateft part of thofe Plants, 
which go under the Latin name, Saxifraga, are to be 
found among the Va/cu/ifercus. On the other hand, he 
gives the name of Se/e/i vulgare toa Plant, that is more 
commonly known by that of Si/er montanum : as, on the 
contrary, the Sz/c/i pratenfe is mose frequently underitood 
by the name Se/e/i, notwithftanding its Englifh name} 
Meadow Saxifrage. Laflly, he has given the name 
Oxagra to a Lyfimachia filiguofa, altho” it was fettled 
upon another Gens, which differs from the foregoing, 
by not having its feed woolly or pappo/e. 

6th, There isaSecr. pag. 267. entituled De Herdis 
anomalis, and yet a Ta+/e prefixed toit, as if they made 
a regular Clafs.

Thefe are the chief faults, I have obferved, relating 
to Method, in our Author.

* difpofed it after Ray’s Method, which fo few under- 
* ftand” The fact is too true. But is this the means to 
recommend it to them, or to make it ufeful to any 
body ? 

VI, A great number of Simp/es are characterifed with 
this note (Ofic.) added tothem, which were never known 
in any fhop, altho’ recommended by private Authors. v. 
8. Fathides, Fagara, Perygua, Cactos, Crocodilion, Be- 
rula, Bunium, Abrus, Cantatrica, Myriophyllum, &c. 

VII. Our Author declares, moft expreisly, pag. 414. 
De Anthropologia, that he confined himjelf to treat only of 
thofe Simples which were ufed in Medicine. According to 
this refolution, he fhould have left out feveral, of which 
he expre(sly fays, * they have no virtues known, v. g. 
* Celaftrus, Oftrys, Yucca, Arundo feriptoria, Acanus, &c." 
As on the contrary, he ought to have mentioned fome 
that are forgotten, v. g. the Valeriana fylv. major mon- 
tama. Rat. Syn. an indigenous Plant, and greatly recom- 
mended by the excellent Fan. Copumna: the Me/ochia, 
Or Corchorus Plinii, &c. And, by the bye, how came

He fhould 
have given an article apart to the Si/aru ; and have 
made another for the Siaz'’s, of which Amomuz is one 
Species. There are feveral other faults of this kind, 
which fall alfo upon the Tad/es. 

Pag. 168, and 173. Phy..lacca is twice defcribed. 
Pag. 147. De Lycopfide, inftead of De Lycopo. A blunder. 
Pag. 228. There is an Appendix of the Herb called 
Split; which is a Species of Fumaria; but not the éu?- 
bofa, as is fet down here. For the common Sp/it is the 
Fumaria lutea, gua Split dicitur. F.B. Famaria Cory- 
dalis, Matth. I believe this is a meer overfight of our 
Author ; but it is what many readers would know no- 
thing of, altho’ a great fault and a material clunder. 
Pag. 143. Saxifraza Disfioridis. Matth. This our 
Author reckons among the Specics of Serpyllam'’s: but 
we are never the wifer for it, becaule he mentions not 
particularly, which of them he thinks it is. Which I 
am furprifed at; becaufe he has taken much at heart to 
afcertain the Materia Medica of Dioscoripes, and, I 
muft fay, he deferves much praife for his endeavours a- 
bout it, 

Pag. 8. Diploma, Veficay Serpens, Refrigeratorium, 
are forgotten among the Chemical Inftruraents. 

I have complained before of fome unlucty Innovations 
ofnames. On the contrary, perhaps, there may be fome 
new names wanting, v. gy. he Sanders, if they malt 
be placed, as we find them here, viz. the Ye//ow and 
Woite, among the Buccifivous Trees, pag. 325, and the 
Red, among the Si/iguoje, flare papilionaces, pag.
